Ko.ME, May I I. 
The I'ollowsiig is the full te.Mt of the 
' cirrular uddlcsseil by ilie Holy See lo 
i Ihe Irish ljislio|is, and despatched from 
! Kouie to each of them on the Mill 
nsl. — 

"Whatever iiiay he the case as re 
: gards Mr. Parnell himself and his olj 
ject.s, it is at all eviuits ]iroyed that 
I muiiv of his followers liuve on many 
j occasions adopted a line of conduct in 
open contradiction to ihe rules lai i 
I down by the Supriune Pontifi' in his 
I letter to tli(> Cardinal Arebbishop of 
llublin, ami contained in the ins'ruci 
ifiJis sent to tht; Irish bishops by this 
sacred congregation, and unanimously 
accepted by thein at iheir recent meet- 
ing at Duiilin It ^s true that accord 
ing to tliosi' instructions it is lawful 
for the Irish to seek redress for their 
grievances and lo strive for I heir rights; 
hut always at the .same tiine.observing 
the divine maxim to seek first; the 
kingdom of (tod and His justice; and 
remembering also thrff it is vvickeil to 
further any cause, no luatlcr how just, 
liy illegal nieaiis. 

"It is therefore the duty of ail ih-' 
clergy and especially of the bishops, to 
curl) the excited feelings of tlie mulii 
tilde, and to take every op]iortuiiily 
with timely e.\liorlat.ions to recitU them 
to the justice and inoderalion which 
are nec'-ssiiry in all Ihi i'^.-. that they 
may ))ot be led away by grrcd of gain 
to mistake evil for good, tir to [)l it;e 
their hopes of public pro.-perity in llie 
sha|)e of criminal acts. Hence il fol 
fows that it is not poriiiitled to any of 
the clergy lo depart from lhe.se rules 
themselves, or to tal;e p'-irt in, or in 
any wiiv promote tnoveiiients iniinn 
sislent with prudence and will) the MU- 
ty of calming men's minds. It is cer- 
tainly not forbidden to collect for the 
relief of di.stresK in Ireland; but al lln' 
same lime the aforesaid apostolic man- 
dates ub.soluteiy condemn such collec- 
liiiiisasare riiised in order to intlanie 
popular passions, and to be u.sed as the 
means for leaiiiiig innii into rebellion 
against the hiw.s. Above all things 
they, the clergy, must hold themsel- 
ves aloof from such subscriptions when 
it is plain that hatred and dissensions 
are aroused by ilieni, tliat distinguish 
ed persons are loaded with insults, 
I hat never in any way are censures 
proiioiiiu'ed against the criiiies and 
murders with wdiicli wicked men stain 
themselyeB and especially when it is 
asserted thai (he measure of trm' pa 
triotism is in proportion to the a- 
mouiil of money given or refused- — so 
as to bring the p.eople uniler the pres- 
sure of intimidation. 

"In these circumstances, it must be 
evident 16 your lordship that the col- 
leotiori called the "Parnell Testimon 
ial fund" cannot be approved by this 
Sacred congregation; and consequent!} 
it cannot be tolerated that any eccles- 
siastic, much le.ss a liishop, should 
lake any jiart whatever, in recom 
meniling or promoting it. ;! Msan^ile, 
we pray Cod long to preserve your lord 
ship.

Rev. Mr. Walker, a Cinuidiaii rif8l)y- 
torian mihls'teri - stationed at Uamilton, 
Ontario, ventured to write about INIanitu- 
ba'anSTOiitario to the Gla.sgrtw -Hr:raldr 
For doing tluit he hiis been ci'iisiirod by 
the SliTQUt<?;) Preahytery. The cuiniiiu- 
nication /Was written to contradict the 
highfalutin letter of a Kev. Mr. Alaclise,' 
who 'htia become enamored of Manitoba — 
perhaps because he had never been there 
and would soeni in bo an altogether 
truthful narration; at least it agrees witli 
reports tliat have been received here from 
partioa wlio passed a winter in the frozen 
province. That readers may get an idea 
of what a Presbyterian clergyman thinks 
of an eastern Canada winter, Mr. Walk- 
er's statoment is appended : 

1. Mosquitoes. I iiad a friend vho 
worked in Rapid City, Norlhwent. He 
wrote; "I have to wear niOBquito aettini; 
over my arms and face fur niu8<iuitne3 and 
black flies." Within twenty miles of this 
place I have Been my children in agony 
with mosquito bites. 3. Blizzards. The 
same friend was caufjht in one while driv- 
ing a cow. He and his companion cov - 
ored themselves with their blanket and 
buflTalo skins until it pafcacd. Tlicy found 
the cow standing on her feet deail, ami 
they lay 'six weeks with frost bites. 'I'o 
talk of the cold in Scotland being as se- 
vere as here is to talk absolute nonsense. 
Aa.I write a Qerce wind sweeps over the 
land; the snow ha.a drifted alony tlie 
fences five to si.N Td l . The frost is ten 
degreoa above zero. IMr. Macliac could 
not, unleaa at the veiitiiro n( his life, ride 
far in hucIi a night. From niy houso to 
the barn is forty yards, and that is far 
enough. What would it he like were the 
lliermoiiietor 45 ur oO below zero/ Thnl 
would bi! an innocont bli/.zaril In the 
Northwest. 3. Wages. Hired wcinic>n d.i 
not in cities from Sii to $9 per iikuuIi. 
With clothing double the coat of what it 
is in Scotland, and also every other nick- 
nack, everj' cent is needed. Wages in the 
country are much less. .Va to men, wa- 
ges on farms- in spring and liarveat are 
good; but lilt) hiMira are from tlayliglit 
till dark— say from between A and Da.m 
till.Qi^.m, in winter there is but little 
work, farmers as a rule not hiring then. 
Just now tramps all over are begging. In 
the woods around here there is sonie 
chopping, the wayea being 40 to 55 cents 
per cord, and few out over a I'ord- 128 
square feet — or if skilled hands, cord and 
a-half a day. Wo pay for sawing up c-rd 
wood for pur stoves 00 cents a day aud 
fe«ftl.i. 'in' winter all work in country dis 
tricls is scarce. In this township, 
with say 100 faiii.c-ra, I do not over 
state the truth when I say that there are 
not sixty men liired tiy the year. In the 
.Northwest farmers have little stock, and 
therefore less need of winter hire. 4. 
Liit-ing. — I havo liyfld in Hcotland (hjrty 
yeara, here over eleven, and T lived 
cheapur and botler in Scothuid. The 
tew thiiif;a of fund which here are ii tritl.' 
cheaper are more than dverbalanccd by 
necessaries that are higher — coal, SO to 
S7. 50a ton, and poor at that; a suit of 
decent black clothes, §40. In a word, all 
imported good.s are 100 per cent, over 
Scotch prit cs. 5. Game. — How can there 
be game in|a country like Ontario, when 
it is parcelled into farniH of from oO tn 
100 acresf There is not a hare to be seen 
around here, not even a rabbit. 1 have 
seen two guns bring down in a day u 
chipmunk and a red anuirrel, and ih,^ 
shooters were aatiatied. No doubt in 
IVlusltofm and other places there i.s 
plenty of game :iiui also fmhini,', but 
where are the facilities l(j enjoy iheiiW 
Perhaps tlie governor-general and a 
few may find' them, that is all 
Who could go to Muakoka at this 
season/ If they could, where would they 
live? How could they go out, and hunt f 
The bears are all snowed up. Seltler« 
are few and far Ijetwc-en. Itoiula are bad 
and in many places lume at all. U here 
thoro is plenty of shooting and tishing we 
tind our poorest population. I have looked 
down on Lake Ontario. Its fishings fail 
to feed the few poor fiahers on the heacli. 
Buy-Ssh' cheap here ' Herrings l—jinur 
puYpy llungs, "fresh water," I have paid 
more for than in (Jreunock, and iheae 
Lochfyno. t>. "No epidemics: no epi- 
demics!" Is typhoid, Buiall-po.x, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, epidemic/ My fellow- 
minister buried sevcnteon children in 
four weeks last year through diphtheria. 
Two brothers buried their faniiliea tlirouj^h 
scarlet fever within two weeks a few 
miles from this. Is malaria epiiK inic) i 
have seen numbers of my congregation in 
summer lying under the stove for heal 
and shaking and shivering all over. .Mong 
'the beach, ami on the banks of every 
.creek in Ontario, malaria is common, and 
quinine is kept in every house. Where 
there are no svaters there is no malaria.

The 
marquis had a map of the island pub- 
lished, in which '.vn;; iiuiicatod irnagiii 
ary houae.s, churches aiul roads. He 
ahso in.stituted militia and gen 
irarmerif! force.s, ane the. neuessary ci- 
vil ■oflicers. I''inally he dispatched to 
the island four old sailing ships with a 
number of emigrants, the majority of 
wliom i)eri.>ihed under tiio nio.st niiscrii 
ble circumstance.^. t.)n one vessel thir- 
tv ernigraut.s died (luring the pa.s.saye. 
Two liunilred and llfty more died from 
hunger and disease after reaching Port 
Breton, and five others were captured 
and; eaten by the natives of thojisland. 
Only a liundred unfortunate 'people' 
succeeded ill -reaching a friendly is- 
land.

Not alone was the 
agreement broken shortly after it had 
been entered into, ami higher tit;urea 
idferod than . those at ipnlated, but it is 
also charged that it is impossible for aiiiall 
canneries to make any protit uiidor its 
terms. The run of tish has been su small 
that considerable rivalry has existed in 
securing as much of the catch as possible, 
and with that ol.dect in vitMv Ihe price 
piiid for raw nialio'iala has been governed 
more by the capacity ol laige eaiuioriea 
than by a general tieiiiaiid The prices 
[laid have accordingly fluctuated from GO 
cents to $1, despite the uti'urts uf the cum- 
biiiation to keep them at a lower rate., 

run I'ISHKRMEN UISSATISFBD. 

The dissatisfaction has oxtoiided to tho 
tiahernioti, who regard it as a direct blow 
at the prolils of the business so far as 
tiiey ace concerned, and which diminishoa 
their already low margin cotisenueut upon 
the light catch this season. A prominent 
broker, who was sixiken toon tllQ matter 
by an C/i i/o/im/i oorroBpoiident this after- 
noon, states tliat the situation is much 
exaggerated liy iiarties in thoir interoat, 
and that there is little diflieiilty in ob- 
taining tish at ruling rates. His view, 
however, is not b.>rne out by reports 
either of those represented in the com 
bimition or by the fishermen, even though 
b'lth of the latter are somcwiiat on oppo- 
site sides of the feiu'c.
